baa the annexed truthful article about 
Beno and Nevada: 
Some of our home exchanges are do- 


ing something in the way of booming 
their respective localities. 
Beno is per- 


haps doing more in this line than any 
other town in the State. Her papers 
are especially active in presenting the 
resources and advantages of the town 
and its surroundings. This is not » 
difficult task. Too much can hardly 
be aaid in favor of Beno and the splen- 
did meadows of the Truckee. As a mat- 
ter of fact, and it may be said without 
undue disparargement ot any other 
place, Beno has a better and brighter 
future than any other town in Nevada. 
The magnificent water supply afforded 
by the Truckee river, together with a 
fair area of rich agricultural land, com- 
bine to establish a growth and prosperi- 
ty not dependent upon the varying for- 
tunes of a mining camp. In other words, 
Reno is a permanent town, destined to 
improve in a thousand ways with time. 
Her climate is little, or no better, than 
that of many other places in the State. 
It is simply the Nevada climate, which 
taken the State over, is the most de- 
lightful to be found on the face of the 
earth. Eastern people are rushing to 
California and giving up their bottom 
dollar for climate. In no part or par- 
cel of California, from "Siskiyou to 
San Diego, or from the Sierras to the 
sea," os the stump orator would put it, 
can a climate be found that will begin to 
compare with Nevada's generally. One 
yard of onra is worth a mile square of 
theira, if that is the way they measure 
and dispose of it to the Eastern tender- 
foot. The climate of Southern Califor- 
nia is unbearably hot at certain seasons 
of the year, and it is a kind of heat that 
is almost aa enervating and prostrating 
as that of the Mississippi Valley, while 
in Nevadi it is always delieiously cool 
and invigorating. One of the most cul- 
tivated and sensible ladies in Nevada, 
onoe laid to the writer, in speaking on 
thin subject, that to breathe the atmos- 
phere of Nevada was like drinking 
champagne. That exactly expresses the 
idea. The Nevada climate is a regular 
champagne tonic to the weak and strong 
alike. Bat we can't entirely subsist 
on climate. It is a splendid thing as 
far as it goes, but we need something 
else with it. Those of us who hare cast 
oar lots here, and intend remaining to 
the end, have important work ahead of 
us. 


One of the chief drawbacks to the 


State since its earliest settlement has re- 
sulted from the migratory disposition of 
our population. We have lacked in 
permanent homes. "When our people 
realize that there is no better place any- 
where and make up their minds to settle 
down and begin the work of founding 
homes for a lifetime, then will Nevada 
have entered upon an era that must 
bring comfort and contentment to all 
within her borders. But resources must 
be developed and industries multiplied. 
We must become more and more an 
agiicultural people. 
Every drop of 


water must bo utilized. The rush of 
waters that go out through the mount- 
ain canyons at Springtime when the 
deep snows of Winter are disappearing 
must be stored in artificial lakes and 
reservoirs ready for use dating the first 
months ol Summer. Millons of acres 
may be brought under cultivation in 
this manner. Artesian wells will also 
help in some localities. 


The valley of the Hnmboldt alone, 


with a proper distribution and husband- 
ing of its water resources, is capable of 
maintaining a larger population than the 
State now possesses. Take all of our 
large valleys, reclaimed and unreclaimed, 
and there is scarcely n Slate in the 
Union that has more good agricultural 
land. 


Of course the process of settlement 


will be slow. Nevada is to be among 
the last to attract Ihe eye of the settler. 
Men not familiar with the system of ir- 
rigation, and the benefits whioh accrue 
fiooa it, one year with another, will nat- 
urally drift elsewhere aa long as Gov- 
ernment or low-priced lands are to be 
had where irrigation is not required. 
But the limit is about reached. Lands 
for homes are growing scarce every- 
where. The steady march of empire 
towards the Betting sun, is taking every- 
thing in its course. 
Nevada's time will 


soon come. Indeed it is virtually at 
hand. Retrogression is a thing of the 
past in this State. We are to hare a 
boom and be boomed by everybody, who 
becomes acquainted with the advantages 
of the soil and climate of this hitherto 
neglected State. And our mining inter- 
ests too, will contribute to the new order 
of things, and the new prosperty for SO 
years to come. 


A great many things rest with our- 


selves, whioh should not go unnoticed 
in this connection. 
Our systems of 


government, State and county, are rel- 
atively more expensive than those of 
any other State ot the Union. High 
taxes repel immigration. The pruning 
knife should be applied remorselessly. 
We ought to have a Constitutional Con- 
vention and abolish one half of our 
State and county offices and officers. 
Pile the duties of the abolished on those 
retained. Three competent men can 
perform all the work in the Capitol at 
Carson. Any live business man would 
be glad to have a contract to transact 
the entire business for $20,000 a year. 
It now coaU the people of the State from 
$50.000 to $75,000 a year. 


And 10 it is with the counties. There 


is not a county iu the State, whose en- 
tire official business cannot be dis- 
charged by three good men, instead of 
ten or a dozen aa now. And then we 
should ail put our shoulders to the 
wheel in an endeavor to have Congress 
oede to us all of the remaining Govern- 
ment land in the State, the proceeds of 
whioh to be devoted to the purposes of 
a State Irrigation Fund. These are a 
few ot the things needed in Nevada to 
inaugurate and help along a boom. 
Without them we fear our boom will not 
get beyond the boomlet stage for a good 
many years to come. 


A BOOM IS ICE. 


A Kapldljr increasing Industry— 


ttrt»t Activity Among lee Men- 
Sew mad Prospective Companies) 
—Inert-Mint; facilities-An Ice 
War Imminent. 


The Trnckee Republican says: 
Outside of those actively engaged in 


the ice business, few are aware of the 
immense proportions which this indus- 
try is assuming, and fewer still are they 
who can see into the future and witness 
with prophetic eye the magnitude with 
which operations are conducted within 
the next few years. The ice business 
in the, United States, is comparatively 
one of recent growth. Fifty years ago 
there was but little demand for this pro- 
duct and the quantity put up and stored 
in the whole country did not exceed a 
few thousand pounds. Now the quan- 
tity annually consumed reaches into the 
millions of tons. It was at first con- 
sidered a luxury—now it is almost as 
much a necessity as the bread we eat or 
the clothes we wear. Once introduced 
into a community it becomes a necessity 
and people who use it, find that they 
cannot get along without it and wonder 
how they existed before it came into 
general use. The ice industry on the 
Pacific Coast is of still more recent 
growth. Twenty years ago no ics was 
used here. It could not be produced 
in California excepting in the high alti- 
tude of the Sierra, and there were then 
no means of transportation. Upon the 
completion ot the Central Pacific rail- 
road over the mountains this difficulty 
was obviated, and a few farsighted men 
saw that the time would come when 
ice would be iu demand and at once 
embarked in the enterprise. It com- 
menced on a small scale and for a num- 
ber of years did not amount to much, a 
few thousand tons being sufficient to 
supply the demand. Bat the demand 
soon increased and new facilites for 


ing discovered and made us* of, ami 
the time will surely come when Truckee 
will be a bigger town than it now is. 


A GBKAX BGHEMB. 


"The ioe business is yet in its in 
fancy," remarked a gentleman to a Be- 
pnbtioan reporter a few days ago 
"Ton folks here have a faint idea o 
the magnitude the industry is assuming 
The consumption is simply enormous 
and promises to become doubly s 
within the next few years. Yon know 
that California is the fruit orchard o 
the United States. Large quantities o 
fruit are sent east, bat there are grea 
difficulties to overcome in the matter o 
transportation. In the first place frni 
has to be picked before it is fully ripe 
which impairs the quality. It has to be 
transported quickly by fast trains 
This is wearing en rolling stock and is 
expensive. Then it has to be soli 
quickly, before it spoils, sometimes at 
loss. Then the market at times i 
glutted and another loss results. In 
the end the producer realizes but littl 
for bia fruit. Experiments are bein 
made which will revolutionize the man 
ner of carrying fruit to market. It i 
called the "Alegretti Cold Storage Fro 
cess." The plan is to construct larg 
houses on the refrigerator plan wherein 
fruits, meats and vegetables can b 
kept fresh. Ice is used, and by peon 
liar arrangements the air is kept cole 
and dry—from 30 to 40 degrees in tern 
peratnre. In this manner the decayin 
and ripening process is wholly sus- 
pended, and ripe fruit is kept an indefi 
nite length of time and can be mar 
keted at any season. I have seen a ton 
of cherries kept in this way four week 
and were as fresh as when first picked 
They were sent to market and. were 
Bold at a large price. Now then th 
plan is thus: Fruit can be picked ant 
then taken to one of these storage 
houses; from there it can be put on cars 
specially constructed so as to preserv 
these conditions. It is then to be trans 
ported across the continent and un 
producing the crystal product had to be portea across me continent ana un 
provided.

In California where natural ice can be 
produced for the market. At first the 
production of the several ice companies 
exceeded the demand, and there was so 
much rivalry in the securing of trade 
that several of them lost money. This 
led to the formation of the Union Ice 
Co., 
which was a consolidation of all 


the concerns. This company controlled 
and monopolized the ice market, ex- 
cept at intervals when some new com- 
pany would organize. Some of these 
new companies made artificial ice—i. e., 
ioe formed by a chemical process by 
the use of machinery. Most of these 
new companies were taken in by the 
Union or else were literally "frozen 
out." 
During the past few years the 


demand has been increasing and there 
has developed a spirit of opposition 'to 
the Union which is beginning to make 
itself felt. 


NEW COMPANIES 


Have been organized and extensive 
works constructed along the Truckee, 
and also a machine company, called the 
Los Gatos Ice Co., which during the 
past season has cut quite a figure in ice 
circles below. There is now on foot a 
scheme for the consolidation of all the 
various ioe companies not in the Union 
and the prospect in good for a merry 
war between the two companies. The 
Union companies include the Summit 
Ice Co., Boca Ice Co., Peoples Ice Co., 
Mountain Ice Co., two machine com- 
panies in San Francisco, and one or 
two other concerns which do not put up 
ice. 
These companies with their pres- 


»nt facilities can put in the market, 
providing they can secure a full ice 
crop, between 50,000 and 60,000 tons of 
ioe. 
The new organization (when con- 


summated) can put nearly as much 
more and will prove a {formidable rival 
to the older concern. It will consist 
(probably) of the Los Gatos Ice Co., of 
Los 
Gatos, 
the 
Tahoe Ice Co., 


Truokee Ice Co., Floriston loo Co., 
Rooky Run Ice Co., and Essex Ice Co. 
The latter two companies are new ones. 
The Bronco Ice Co., has disorganized 
and is succeeded by the Floriston. 
This company has works near Bronco. 
The Rooky Run has lately secured a site 
below Bronco. The Essex is located 
still further down the river anil was or- 
ganized by Reno parties. The Floriston 
and Rooky Run companies are com- 
posed partly of local capitalists and also* 


just as fresh as when picked from th 
tree. This process requires large quan- 
tities of ice, and when the plan ia once 
inaugurated it will require all the ice 
that can be produced on the Truokee 
river to keep it going. It is probable 
that this plan will be tested next year 
and that it will be a success is almos 
without a doubt.

IMPROVEMENTS. 


The old established ice companies are 


not idle. The Summit Ice Co. is busily 
engaged in erecting an i ID men so build- 
ing at Prosser Creek which will store 
15,000 tons of ice. They have enlarged 
the pond this Summer and will be pre- 
pared to do nn immense business. The 
Boca Ice Co. has been improving its 
pond and is preparing to erect a large 
building which will be built next year. 
The Mountain and People's companies 
have been adding to their water supply 
and will be able to put up more ice. 
This is the beginning of an ics boom. 
Where will the end be? The time will 
soon come when every available location 
from Summit to the State line will be an 
ioe pond with its houses. The time 
will come when the present ice crop 
will bo doubled and then doubled again.

over until next season. If the coming 
season is propitious for the formation of 
ioe, the crop will amount to about 80,- 
000 tons.
